As a ham radio operator I know the advantages of CW. Recently I was requested to 
assist in communications during the Venice tornado disaster of March 17. I handled 
numerous messages of inquiry regarding health and welfare for anxious friends and 
relatives of victims in the stricken area. 

I use CW for message handling in many cases and it is the only method which will get 
through when conditions on the air, such as static and other interference are present, 
unlike voice transmissions which are often ineffective and unintelligible given similar 
circumstances. 

A case in point was a radio contact with another ‘*‘Ham” Barry Yoder, W8SJO, who had 
inquired about a friend in Venice. Yoder was mobile traveling near the Ohio/Kentucky 
border and the distance caused signals to be very weak and unstable, but because CW was 
used the inquiry and reply were easily accomplished. Additionally, CW permits using 
really spartan materials should the need arise for emergency be required. 

I have a great interest in CW for another reason. It is a great challenge and an art which 
gives me a sense of accomplishment. It enables me to communicate efficiently and ef- 
fectively . 
and decoding, thereby giving me the opportunity to engage in far-from-mundane con- 
versation. 

The next time you hear about amateur radio being involved in communication in an 
emergency situation, especially in inclement weather, you can be fairly certain that CW 
will play a big part in the service to the community.

Dear Andy: 
I am sending you this letter in regards to last month’s letter from Mr. Irving H. 
Vosbrink, W4IHW. Mr. Vosbrink has omitted some very important facts from his letter, to 
achieve a negative image of our club and president. I do not feel the need to defend our 
club’s position on this matter nor do I feel Mr. Beach's integrity is in question. I do 
however, think your readers should be aware of the correct facts, which are as follows: 

1) The O.A.R.C. 147.045 is coordinated. 

2) Two Repeaters operating on the same frequency with over 85 mile separation bet- 
ween the two locations will not interfere with each other. What Mr. Vosbrink is referring 
to is our repeater breaking squelch during band openings or by using gain type antennas. 
The two repeaters are 85 air miles apart and both the Florida Repeater Council and 
O.A.R.C. have run tests and have been unable to find a problem. 

3) The unanswered letters Mr. Vosbrink is talking about were not letters but 
statements, demands, warnings, etc. In almost every case copies were sent to the F.C.C. 
and the frequency coordinator. I was in constant contact with the Repeater Council during 
the coordination process and I did not feel responses were necessary. It should also be 
noted that both Mr. Beach and myself were in contact with the H.C.A.R.C. technical 
committee from the start of this project. 

4) The $200.00 ‘to move off frequency” as Mr. Vosbrink put it was not that at all! 
O.A.R.C. (not Mr. Beach) offered to assume the cost of having H.C.A.R.C. moved to 
another frequency since they did not want to share 147.045 with us. 

5) There is no other frequency available in our area. 

The overall tone of Mr. Vosbrink’s letter made it appear that we had no concern for his 

club repeater, etc. He also failed to state that we were at his club meeting for over an hour 
explaining our position and trying to work out a compromise. It was only after the 
meeting had ceased to be productive that we left. I think this clearly shows 0.A.R.C. has 
tried very hard to work with H.C.A.R.C. and we will continue to doso!!! 
Mr. Vosbrink likes to quote the Amateur’s Code but his actions indicate to me that he is 
the one who does not subscribe to them. His repeater has other frequency options becasue 
of Lake Placid’s location, we have no other frequency. It will not cost his group one dime 
to move or to share. 

What it all boils down to is stubbornness and pride, two items that are very much 
against the Amateur’s Code. 

Thank you Andy for listening to our side of the story.

ARMY MARS 
SOUND OF HEAVY BRASS

It was March 9, 1985 (six days before the Ides, for you members 
of Roman MARS) that Florida Army MARS gang assembled to 
meet with Colonel Bob Woodside, Eastern Area Director, and Mr.

These syllabi are updated as necessary to reflect current 
technology and amateur radio practices. 
Obtaining Study Materials 

A study manual can be helpful in preparing for an examination. 
Several publishers offer manuals or courses based upon material in 
PR Bulletin 1035. These may be found in many public libraries and 
radio stores. The FCC does not offer such manuals nor recommend 
any specific publisher. However, you will find two (2) FCC 
publications, Part 97 and How to Identify and Resolve Radio-Tv 
Interference Problems, useful when preparing for the amateur 
radio examinations. Copies are sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents, U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C., 
20402. Specify stock number 004-000-00424-8 for Part 97 and stock 
number 004-000-00345-4 for the interference booklet. 

You may also order the brand new ARRL Technician/General 
Class License Manual for $5.00 plus $1.00 for postage and handling - 
from ARRL, 225 Main St., Newington, CT 06111. If you want to 
apply for the Novice class, get Tune in the World with Ham Radio, 
$8.50 plus $1.00 shipping from the ARRL. Also The FCC Rule Book 
costs $3.00 plus $1.00 from ARRL is very handy to have at hand. 
Questions Used in an Examination 

The questions used in the examinations are taken from those 
listed in PR Bulletins 1035A (Element 2); 1035B (Element 3); 1035C 
(Element 4A) and 1035D (Element 4B). The FCC compiles these 
lists from proposed questions submitted by interested amateur 
radio operators.

If you are taking your first examination and you wish to take the 
General Class examination, you must pass a 13 word per minute 
code receiving test and written elements 2 and 3. If you are 
upgrading from Novice to General, you need only pass a 13 word 
per minute code receiving test and written element 3. You only 
need to pass those elements which you have not passed in a 
previous examination.

This month Florida Skip is deviating from it’s normal format to include a book review 
that can benefit every ham. This was brought about by the publication of a new book 
entitled “SMALL HIGH EFFICIENCY ANTENNAS — ALIAS THE LOOP,” written by 
Ted-W5QJR of Melbourne. The book was the result of an antenna development program to 
determine the best antenna that could be used in a restricted space, thus it becomes a 
useful antenna for the apartment and city dweller. It is difficult to built a better antenna 
for the low bands regardless of the amount of available space. 

The loop has been around a long time, but Ted shows that the loop is the only way to 
build a small high efficiency antenna. He came up with three major developments that 
make the loop a practical antenna. These include a set of mathematical equations to 
define the loop, a practical tuning capacitor, and a simple broad band feed. 

The math equations allow an optimum design on paper, and the math has been reduced 
to simple equations that allow any ham to design a loop to suit his needs and know it’s 
performance before construction. For those who prefer to duplicate an existing design, 
parameters are listed for all the HF ham bands. Everyham should read the theory section 
to gain a better understanding of antenna theory. To present the theory in a very readable 
form, an example loop is designed which covers the 14 to 30 Mhz frequency range. That 
loop is only 10 feet in circumference (about 3 feet in diameter) and was the 2nd place 
winner in the ARRL Antenna Design Contest. 

An antenna can be small and have high efficiency if it is designed and constructed 
properly. The price you pay for small size is narrow bandwidth. That simply means the 


antenna must be tuned to the operating frequency, rather than having a wide instaneous _ 


bandwidth. By adjusting the tuning capacitor (by remote control) the example loop can 
operate on any frequency between 14 and 30 Mhz, which includes 10, 15, and 20 meters as 
well as the new 18 and 24 Mhz bands. The narrow bandwidth is another way of saying it is a 


high Q antenna, and therefore develops very high voltages across the tuning capacitor. 

Loops built in the past used variable capacitors with wiper contacts, which added loss 
and destroyed the high efficiency. Ted found that by using a split stator capacitor with 
each stator tied to one side of the loop, the RF coupling was through the rotor plates, thus 
no wiper contacts. Not only did this provide high efficiency, it also effectively doubled the 
spacing on the capacitor, allowing twice the voltage. 

Since a loop can easily be constructed to cover a 2:1 frequency range, a simple form of 
gamma match was develped that does not use reactive components. It consists of a 
copper tube tagged on the loop to provide less than a 1.7:1 vswr over a 2:1 frequency 
range, or can be adjusted to provide a very low vswr across any single ham band. 

A major feature of the loop is its radiation pattern. When mounted at ground level it 
attains its maximum performance, giving a pattern gain of +8 Dbi. For long haul dx the 
loop radiates a low angle vertically polarized signal and simultaneously radiates a high 
angle horizontally polarized signal for local ragchews. This makes the loop an outstanding 
performer on 48, 80, and 160 meters, and replaces both horizontal dipoles and verticals. 
The loop also provides significant noise reduction in pickup of manmade noise on receive 
compared to other antennas. 

The book suggests the optimum size loops are as follows: 10 feet in circumference for 14- 
30 Mhz, 46 feet for 3.5-7, and 80 feet for 1.8-4 Mhz. All of the loops should be made of 3/4 inch 
copper pipe. As arule of thumb, the circumference should be less than 1/4 wavelength in 
circumference to achieve the proper radiation pattern, and more than 1/8 wavelength 
above ground. This has been confirmed by numerous tests. Hams who have built the loop 
report outstanding performance, as do those who have heard the loop being used.

PROJECT 6.3v 


Homebrew Builders today 
would not think of using a type 
’80 rectifier on a new project. 
Even the 5u4 family of rectifiers 
have seen their day. Solid State 
rectifiers have gone over solid. 
Failures are _ practically 
unheard of where ratings are 
not exceeded. 


Today it is easy to use two 
diode rectifiers to replace the 
old style vacuum rectifier of the 
full wave variety. These diodes 
are rated in ‘‘peak inverse 
volts’? rather than average or 
D.C. values, since wave form 
and duty cycle play an im- 
portant part in the actual 
rating. The popular 600 PIV 750 
M.A. rectifier will handle up to 
250v D.C. when used with 60 
cycle full wave _ supplies. 
Several diodes may be con- 
nected in series to increase the 
overall rating of the system. 
Voltage drop is in the order of 
approximately one volt per unit. 
You may use ‘‘voltage divider 
bleeders’’ made up. of 
resistance, and, or capacitors, 
but after several years of ex- 
perimentation, we have not 
found this necessary. We would 
rather use a surge resistor in 
series with each string or unit 
where capacitor input filters 
are used. A five watt 5 ohm 
resistor will handle 1000 M.A. 
and will fill the bill in most 
cases. 


To most of you hams this is 
old stuff. The Handbook is full of 
kindred information. They 
forget to tell you, though, what 
to do with those ‘“‘left over’ 5 
volt windings that were meant 
for tube type rectifiers. 


We solved this problem by 
adding enough turns on the 
transformer to bring the 
voltage up to 6.3 for heating 
additional tubes. Most small 
transformers require only four 
to six turns. It is no problem to 
fish these few extra turns 
around the outside of the win- 
ding without removing the core. 
If you see no space open, 
carefully mash the insulation 
next to the core and you will find 
ample space for several turns. 
Use good heat proof hookup 
wire so that the insulation will 
not break down when exposed to 
the transformer core. No. 33 
wire wilt handle up to one 
ampere, no. 20 should be good 
for one to one and a half am- 
pere, no. 18 from 2 to 3 amperes. 

Connect the new added turns 
in series with the old 5v win- 
ding. Check the AC voltage. If 
the new voltage is not higher 
than 5v, reverse the connections 
to the new winding and try 
again. Now compare the 
voltage with other 6.3v winding 
on the same transformer to be 
sure if you have the correct 
number of turns. 

Most early type 80 windings 
were rated at 2 ampers. Late 
5U4 windings are rated as high 
as 3 ampers. It is not wise to 
exceed these ratings.

I recently heard a rumor to the effect that the Manufacturers wished to get adequate 
representation on the ARRL Board of Directors. I feel that this, most definitely, would be 
an excellent move. At least then, we could be assured of getting the Board marketing 
oriented? 

In essence...I end this little tirade (?) with the identical words of 
Dick’s. . .“‘Whichever way we go, it will take fresh thinking if we are going to bring in 
fresh membership.”’

I would like to make a few comments about the guest editorial from Dick, 
AAR4PP/KA4AIZ in the April issue of Skip. First of all, I concur wholeheartedly with his 
opinion that the future of ham radio is far from assured. I have been licensed since 1959, 
and last year finally decided to become a conscious, living silent key. I just got tired of the 
endless bickering on the air which is common these days. What ever happened to the 
courtesy that we old-timers remember? Also, I found that many/most of today’s hams 
want little more than a signal and weather report. When I would attempt to expand the 
conversation, all I generally got was a discussion of the station equipment and ‘‘operating 
conditions”. Who needs that? Is it any wonder that the younger members of our society 
are turned off by the hobby and find MTV more interesting? Where is the romance of 
talking to faraway places when the evening news has live action reports or tapes from all 
over the globe? Home computers are far more interesting as I have found out. 

Another lingering problem which plagues all of us is interference with our neighbors’ 
enjoyment of the airwaves — radio, TV, records, tapes, etc. In spite of all the filters, 
grounding, and careful attention to assembling a clean station, I still got into my kids 
stereos, my neighbor’s intercom, and other neighbors’ stereos. It did not make me feel 
any better saying that it was not my fault but the fault of poor or sloppily designed units 
which they had purchased — the fact is that had I not been operating 500 Watts nearby 
there would have been no interference.

—IN MEMORIAM— 
Alberto Giré, WB4WKO - ex CO2QY passed away in Miami on 
April 4 at the age of 85. He founded the ‘‘Radio Club de Cuba”’ in 
Havana on May 28, 1928 and was regarded by many radio amateurs 


as their ‘‘Father in Radio.’ For several years he published 
“Amateur Radio’’ the official magazine of the R.C.C., and edited 
every Sunday the radio pages of ‘‘El Diario de la Marina’”’ the 
largest circulating newspaper in Cuba. He was licensed in 1925. 

Being a very active radio amateur in all faces of the hobby, he 
helped to get new blood into hamdom, participated in emergency 
communications, built his own powerful transmitter and beam 
antenna, and was also one of the first ‘‘CO”’ stations to com- 
municate on VHF. After his exile in 1960, he made his home in 
Miami where he continued his efforts to unite the old and the new 
radio amateurs of Cuban origin into one club, the ‘‘Radio Club of 
Cuba in Exile.’’ He was made “‘Honorary President”’ in 1977 and 
continued to be an active ham until his death. He is a great loss to 
our amateur radio community and will be dearly missed by all who 
knew him. de

MARCH OF DIMES — SUPERWALK 
By Ed Palagyi, KN4Y 

The Tallahassee Amateur Radio Society (TARS) provided 
communications during the March of Dimes Walk-America 
“superwalk,’’ a 16.6 kilometer jaunt. 

In the poopout wagons were KC4N (NCS) and N4IPH; in the Red 
Cross van was KD4JS. Stationed at each checkpoint were KA4DBZ, 
KB4HGR, AC4L, N4GCB, W4GAA, and KN4Y. W4MLE was the 
communicator to the March coordinator. A talker is not always a 
walker, but a walker is usually a talker! 


THE WWV PROPAGATION BULLETINS 

At 18 minutes past each hour, WWV broadcasts solar conditions 
to aid in propagation forecasting. They announce the solar flux, the 
A index, the K index, solar activity, condition of the geomagnetic 
field and a prediction for the next 24 hours. 

The solar flux is a number from about 60 to over 200 that indicates 
the degree of ionization of the F layer. The daily number is im- 
portant, but the long term cycle changes indicate major changes in 
propagation. 60 is about the bottom of the cycle while numbers of 
+150 will keep 10 and 15 jumping for long haul and numbers of over 
200 will see F skip on 6 meters. 


The A index is a number from 0 to 400 indication The solar ac- 
tivity of the past 24 hours. The A index is extremely important, 
because if the solar activity is high and the absorption (A index) is 
up, you won't be able to use the high solar flux effectively. The 
lower the number, the better, although it affects high latitudes 
more than ones closer to the equator. For instance, with a flux of 
180 and an A index of 20, the path from the U.S.A. to Asia may be 
unusable, but there should be a good U.S.A. to VK path. 


The K index is related to the A, but it is a measure of the 
geomagnetic field over the previous six hours and it usually 
reflects storm activity. The K seldom gets over the number 5. 

Solar activity indicates the storm conditions on the sun and 
ranges from very low to very high. Low to moderate is best because 
it keeps the flux up whilethe A and K are down. 

The geomagnetic field activity is a result of the solar activity and 
ranges from quiet to unsettled to active an follows K indices of 0-1, 
1-3, and 4+. 

Insummary, you hope that on a contest weekend, the A and Kare 
low, the flux high, and solar activity moderate and the geomagnetic 
field quiet, but now you know why.
